nr^Ul S  Informant  being  told  kft  Tuefday^ 
■*-  between  Eight  and  Nine  of  the  Clock 
at  Night,  That  the  Soldiers  were  got  toge- 
ther in  great  Numbers,  and  breaking  the 
Windows  about  the  Town,  he  this  Infor- 
mant immediately  went  out  to  endeavour 
to  fupprefs  them,  and  when  he  canie  to  hfs 
Door  he  faw  about  Fifteen  or  Sixteen  Sol- 
diers breai^ing  of  Windows  as  fait  as  they 
could,  and  their  Swords  drawn  :  This  Infor- 
mant call'd  to  them,  and  ask'd  them  what 
they  meant  by  fuchDiforders?  and  told  therri, 
that  unlefs  they  went  immediately  t6  their 
Quarters,  he  this  Informant  would  fend  to 
their  Colonel  ( meaning  the  Lieutenant-Cd-' 
lonel;)  upon  which  they  fhook  their  Heads 
at  this  Informant,  -and  went  fortiethirig  ha- 
ftily  up  the  Street,  but  continued  breaking 
the  Windows  as  they  went  along  :  And  then 
this  Informant  fent  to  the  Lieutenant-Colo-^ 
nel  to  defire  his  Afliftance  to  fupprefs  fuch 
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great  Diforders,  and  fent  for  the  Mace- bearer 
and  fome  of  the  Conftables  to  attend  upon 
and  aflift  this  Informant  in  his  Endeavours 
to  quiet  them ;  but  they  went  fo  very  faft 
along,  that  this  Informant  could  not  over- 
take  them :  But  they  ftiU  broke  the  Windows 
as  they  went  along.  Then  this  Informant 
went  to  the  Major,  who  was  at  the  Star-Inn 
With  feveral  other  Officers  of  the  Regiment, 
and  defired  he  would  aflift  in  this  Matter  • 
but  he  feem'd  to  be  very  indifferent,  and 
laid,  If  this  Informant  rvouU  tell  him  the  Names 
of  any  of  them,  he  would  have  them  puniihed- 
and  one  of  the  Officers  ask'd  this  Informant 
why  he  brought  a  Mob  with  him  ?  (mean^ 
mg  the  City  -  Officers  and  other  Perfons 
who  attended  upon  this  Informant  and  Sir 
Darnel  Webb)  and  faid,  That  by  the  Aft  of 
Parliament  he  ought  not  to  have  above 
Twelve  with  him.  And  f his  Informant  went 
like  wife  to  the  Captain  of  the  feuard,  and 
defired  his  Afltftance,  but  met  with  as  little 
batislaaion  from  him  as  from  the  Major; 
but  as  this  Informant  was  coming  away,  he 
faid,  He  would  fend  out  a  Patrole.  Then  this 
Informant  went  to  the  Lieutenant-Colonel, 
and  defired  he  would  do  fomething  in  k 
for  It  was  then  getting  to  fuch  a  Head, 
that  It  was  hard  to  guefs  where  it  would 
end  :  ^But  he  then  told  this  Informant,  That 
he  bad  Jem  fuch  Orders  to  the  Major  which  he 
thought  would  be  effeaaal,  or  to  that  purpofei

and  foon  after  that  they  were  quieted.  But 
as  this  Informant  was  coming  home,  he 
met  with  fome  Soldiers  near  his  own  Houfe, 
and  asking  what  they  were?  theyfaid,  They 
rvere  the  Patrole.  Then  this  Informant  de- 
fired  they  would  aflift  in  quieting  the  Di- 
fturbance,  which  they  promifed  to  do :  But 
by  that  time  they  had  gone  about  5  or  6 
Yards  from  this  Informant,  he  heard  fome 
Noife,  and  turning  about  to  fee  what  was 
the  Matter,  firfl:  one  of  them,  and  then 
two  more  fired  their  Muskets,  and  one 
of  them  fhot  the  Mace-bearer,  (who  was 
then  attending  upon  this  Informant  with 
his  Mace)  through  the  Brims  and  Crown 
of  his  Hat,  which  was  then  upon  his 
Head,  and  he  ftanding  very  near  this  In^ 
formant.

T^H  I S  Informant  faith  ,  That  between 
^  Eight  and  Nine  of  the  Clock  laft 
Tuefday-NighZy  having  heard  the  Soldiers 
were  breaking  Windows,  he  went  imme- 
diately iiito  the  Street,  and  when  he  came  to 
Carfaxy  he  faw  abundance  of  Soldiers  break- 
ing of  Windows  in  the  High-ftreet,  all  the 
while  Hallowing,  and  making  a  great  Noife; 
and  there  meeting  with  the  Town-Clerk, 
this  Inform,ant  and  he  went  to  the  Cap- 
tain of  the  Guard  (who  was  then  ftanding 
at  Carfax  fmoaking  a  Pipe  of  Tobacco)  and 
defir'd  him  to  appoint  a  Party  of  his  Guards 
to  Hop  the  Outrage  of  the  Soldiers ;  but  he 
feem'd  to  be  in  a  Confternation,  and  .ask'd, 
n>hat  he  rvould  have  him  to  do  ?  and  then  this 
Informant  being  told  Mr.  Mayor  wanted  to 
fpeak  with  him,  he  immediately  waited 
upon  him,  and  by  his  Commands  carry'd 
the  Mace  before  him  about  the  Town,  in 
order  to  Supprefs  the  Difturbance,  being  at- 
tended by  the  Conftables  and  others  :  They 
went  to  the  Major  m  the  Star-Inn,  where 
lie  was  in  Company  with  feveral  other  Offi- 
cers of  the  Regiment;  and  Mr.  Mayor  de- 
wed  his  Afliftance  to  Hop  the  Violence  of 
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the  Soldiera,  and  from  thence  went  to  the 
Lieutenant-Colonel,  and  delired  the  fame  of' 
hini,  who  anfwered,  he  had  heard  of  ity  m£ 
had  jufi  rvroU  to  the  Major  to  that  purpofe  ;  after 
which  Mr.  Mayor  went  about  the  Streets 
again,  defiring  ail  he  met  with  to  go  quietly 
home ;  and  by  that  time  Mr.  Mayor  came 
to  Carfax  all  Things  were  pretty  quiet,  and 
then  Mr.  Mayor  went  Home  ;  but  juft  as 
he  came  to  his  own  Door  he  met  fome  SoU 
diers,  one  of  which  faid,  thej  \yere  the  Fa^ 
trokj  and  that  they  had  been  fending  the  Soldiers 
into  their  Quarter s\  but  when  they  had  gone 
a  little  diftance  from  Mr.  Mayor  they  turned 
again,  but  upon  what  Occafion  the  In- 
formant knows  not  ;  and  one  of  them 
fired  his  Musket,  and  very  foon  after  two 
others  of  them  fired,  and  one  of  them  fliot 
this  Informant  through  the  Brims  and  Crown 
of  his  Hat,  which  was  then  upon  his  Head^ 
as  he  attended  Mr.  Mayor  with  the  Mace.
